Claims 1-2 
Citation 1 

In external storage devices 13 and 14 (Figure 1 and Section 
9) referred to in Citation 1, conventionally, in order 
resolve the problem (referred to in Section 3) of the need to 
transmit an entire text file when updating old terminal data, 
in the case of a request to update text, only data relating 
to the updated pages is transmitted. (Reference Section 20). 

Since the updated pages referred to in Citation 1 correspond 
to the minimum units constructing the information of Claim 1 
of the present application, the invention relating to Claims 
1-2 could be easily conceived- by one skilled in the Art from 
the notation of Citation 1. 

In addition, relative to the multiple texts recorded in the 
cabinet of the 2 nd embodiment (reference Sections 22-23) as 
well, reference is also made to the point of transmitting 
only updated text. (In this instance, the text becomes the 
x 'minimuiti units'' referred to- in Claim- 1 of the present 
application) . 

Claims 3-9 
Citation 1 . 

Managing the updating of data of any- of the claims recorded 
in Claims 3-9 is considered to be technical common sense, and 
applying that which is technical common sense to the 
invention recorded in Citation 1 could be appropriately done 
by one skilled in the Art . 
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Claim 10 - 
Citation 1 

Reference is made to the grounds for rejection of Claims 1-2. 
The adoption of text of known construction in lieu of the 
text recorded in Citation 1 could be appropriately 
accomplished by one skilled in the Art. In addition, in such 
a case, since the transmission of only the text for which 
transmission is required would be natural (reference Section 
24 of Citation 1), updating the changed locations of 
constructed text in minimum construction units could be 
appropriately applied by one skilled in the Art . 



Claims 11-18 
Citation 1 

Reference is made to the grounds for rejection relating to 
Claim 10. In managing the updating of data, any of the 
claims recorded in Claims 11-18 are considered to be 
technical common sense, and applying that which is technical 
common sense to the invention recorded in Citation 1 could be 
appropriately done by one skilled in the Art . 

Claims 19-50 
Citation 1 

Reference the grounds for rejection relating to Claims 1-18. 
(Other than the fact that the categories relate to a method, 
or a storage medium, there is no exceptional difference in 
comparison with Claims 1-18 of the present application) . 

Claims 1-50 
Citation 2 

Reference is made to the notations relating to Citation 2 
Section 4, and Section 10. 

The sub-data of Citation 2 correspond to the "minimum units'' 
of the present application. In addition, the adoption of the 
technology referred to in Citation 2 in text of known 
construction could be appropriately accomplished by one 
skilled in the Art.
